LAVENDER STORY 
BLAMED TO SPIES 


Report of Woodlawn Park 
Methodist Church Board 
Vindicates the Rey. 
Mr, Crawford. 


NEW LIGHT ON SECRETS. 


Confession of Woman Not Be- 
lieved by Some to Have Been 
Entirely on a Spirit- 
ual Plane. 


The Hev, E. B. Crawford of the Woodlawn 
Park Methodist Episcopal church is vindi- 
cated in his attitude toward Mrs. Mary Lay- 
ender and the Rev. John D. Leek in the re- 
port which the official board of the Wood- 
lawn ‘church expected to make public Sat- 
urday, but which now is being withheld until 
after Mrs. Lavender’s church trial. Although 
members of the committee decline to give 
the text of their report, they state freely that 
it sustains Mr. Crawford. 

Many of the mysteries in the case were 
made plain by a statement yesterday out- 
liming the Rev. Mr. Crawford's connection 
with the affair. It also appears that many 
of the church members are skeptical of Mrs. 
Lavender's story that her confession " was 
entirely on a spiritual plane. 

It develops that members of the Wood- 
lawn church spied constantly on Mrs. Lav- 


ender and the Rev, Mr. Leek, and that dur-. 


ing a conference held at the church last 
October their every movement was traced 
by curious men and women. 

This is said to have been tne real begin- 
ning Of the talk that so weighed on Mrs. 
Lavender’s conscience that she finally made 
a statement of her acquaintance with the 
minister to the Rev. Mr. Crawford. 


Accused by Mrs. Lavender. 

Since the affair became public the Rev. Mr. 
Crawford has been accused by Mrs. Lav- 
ender and Mr. Leek of being responsible for 
the publicity given the case and of having 
falsified stories of the confession. The state- 
ment on behalf of Mr. Crawford replies to 
these charges. 

The Rev. Mr. Crawford states that Mrs. 
Lavender came to him of her own accord. 
After she had told her story she said she 
was going to ask the Rev. Mr. Leek to see 
Mr. Crawford. Mr. Leek asked for an in- 
terview and went with Mr. Crawford before 
Bishop McDowell and there made a state- 
ment similar to the one made by Mrs. Lav- 
ender, 

AS à response to the charges made by Mrs. 
Lavender in her husband's request for an 
injunction to prevent the confession being 
made public, and in response to the charges 
of Mrs. Lavender and Mr. Leek that Mr. 


Crawtord did not act as a minister should . 


regarding the charges, M. M. Lane, secre- 
tary of the offieial board of the Woodlawa 
church, atter consulting with the other mem- 
bers, issued a statement. 


Secretary Lane’s Statement. 
Secretary Lane's statement is as follews: 
“On the evening of March 1, 1908, the of - 

ficial board of the Woodlawn Park Methodis¢ 
Episcopal church met for its regular monthly 
business meeting. In view of the peculiar 
reports that have got abroad concerning a 
part of the proceeding, I deem it wise to give- 
to the public, through the presa, the facts 
as I there recorded them. 

„After the regular business of the evening 
had been completed, Mr. Crawford said he 
had a personal matter be wished to present to 
the beard, and then read the following letter: 

“Brethren: In view of the unjust and false 
statement in the public press regarding my 
relations to the withdrawal of the Rev. John 
D. Leek from the ministry and of an alleged 
betrayal of a confession made to me by Mrs, 
Mary A. Lavender, which reports and state- 
ments have brought reproach upon my good 
name and have been detrimental to my work 
as a minister, I request the appointment of a 
committee by this board for the purpose of con- 
ferring with Bishop V. F. McDowell and the 
Rev. H. V. Holt and ascertaining the truth in 
the following particulars: 

“1, The nature of the moral offense admitted 
by the Rev. John D. Leek. 

% g., Whether Mr. Leek withdrew from the 
ministry as a result of his own admissions. 

„ g. Whether the matter became public as 

a result of that withdrawal. 

“4, The attitude of the Rev. E. B. Crawford 
te the parties involved and to the entire matter,

Moves for Inquiry. 

„H. W. Dorr moved that a committee of 
five be appointed to confer with Bishop Me- 
Dowell and District Superintendent Molt and 
get a definite statement from them pn the 
numbered particulara mentioned in Mr, 
Crawford's letter and report to an ad- 
journed meeting of this board Saturday even- 
ing, March 6. 

„In the discussion of this motion it was 
argued that in justice to Mr. Crawford such 
a statement should be obtained and be made 
public. No one in debate opposed obtaining 
such a statement, but Mr. Stahl argued that 
it should end with the committee’s report to 
the official board, that it should not be made 
public. 

The vote was taken and the motion car- 
ried with the explicit understanding that the 
manner of dealing with the report would be 
decided after the report should be made to the 
board on March 6. 

Just before adjournment, I called the at- 
tention of the board to the fact that it would 
not be quite fair to the officials to obtain the 
information from them without letting them 
know that it would probably be made public, 
and by common consent the committee, 
which had previously been elected, was so in- 
structed.” 

Mr. Crawford Sustained. 


The committee of the board visited the | 


bishop and District Supt. Holt, as requested 
by the Rev. Mr. Crawford. Members of 
the committee stated that everything found 
sustained Mr. Crawford's position. 

The Rev. Mr. Crawford did not in any way 
refer to the church trouble in his sermons 

yesterday. 

‘This morning Mr. Lavender will attempt 
to again procure an injunction restraining 
the church board from making public any al- 
leged ‘“‘ confession oft Mrs. Lavender. It ig 
believed the injunction proceedings will be 
postponed by mutual consent. 

Among the 700 members of the church the 
case is the all absorbing topic of conversa- 
tion, and as point after point is cleared up the 
‘mystery grows greater concerning why it all

BLOPER SPURNS GIRL; KILLED 


Michael Pacellani Pleads Frank 
Serino Ruined Sister. 


TRAIIS PAIR TO NEW YORK. 


Three Return; Shooting Follows Fail- 
ure to Obey Promise. 


Anotherease‘of the “ unwritten law,“ with 
wOmé” vaFiations, yesterday resulted tn the 
slaying of Frank Serino, an italian, by 
Michael Pacellani, brother of Mrs. Josie 
Fresso,, with’whom Serino had eloped to New 
York, where they had been discovered by 


Pacellani. 

The three had just returned from the east 
and were on their way to Pacellani’s home 
at 1905 Clark street. 

Mrs. Fresso, who is 16 years old, had been 
married but a short time when she became 
acquainted with Serino. She and her hus- 
band separated subsequently and Serino’s 
attentions to her became marked. Her 
brother ordered him from the house and a 
few days later Serino and Mra. Fresso dis- 
appeared, 

Pacellani, who is 19 years old, is the pro- 
prietor of a boot blacking establishment at 
Dearborn and Harrison streets, searched for 
the couple, but for a time was unable to get 
any trace of them. He finally learned that 
they were in New York. 

Leaving his business in the hands of one of 
his employés, the young Italian drew part of 
his savings from the bank and went 
there. With the aid of the police he searched 
through the slums. He finally found his 
sister and Serino. There was no disturbance 
or fight when Pacellani and Serino met. 


Terms Accepted; Begin Return Trip. 

„ want you to do the right thing,“ said 
the brother. “My sister is married and 
you ran away with her and brought her to 
New York. I have a perfect right to kill you 
now. But I don't intend to do so. I want 
you to go back with me to Chicago. We 
will get my sister a divorce from her hus- 
band and then you can marry her. Will you 
do 7 

„Tes, I am sorry for what I have done. 
Serino is said to have replied, “ and if you 
think it is best I will go back with you and 


I love her and I want her at any cost.” 

So the three boarded a train for Chicago. 
But Pacellani said that he was not satisfied 
with Serino’s professions of sincerity. He 
suspected that Serino might attempt to slay 
him on the train. So when Serino was sleep- 
ing Pacellani secured hiv revolver and the 
bullete were taken from the cylinder. 

On arriving here Serino’s actions were 
such that Pacellani said-he suspected that 
he did not mean to carry out his promises. 


Sister Is Spurned; Then He Fires. 

Near Sixteenth and Dearborn streets young 
Pacellani turned to Serino and claims he 
asked: a 

“Will you marry my sister if I get her a 
divorce from her husband?“ 

“No, I won't marry your sister,” Serino 
is asserted to have replied, “‘ but Tu keep 
her anyway.“ 

According to Pacellani’s story Serino 

reached for his revolver, and not knowing 
whether the shells in it had been replaced, 
Pacellani drew his revolver and fired. Se- 
-rino fell dead and his slayer fied to the 
yards of the Erie railroad, where he was ar- 
. a few minutes later by Special Agent 
C. D. Shields. He was taken to the Twen- 
ty-second street police station and his sister 
was arrested later by Lieut. Enright and 
locked up in the Harrison street annex. 

„He ruined my sister's life and I killea 
him,” said Pacellani. “I would do it again 
if 1 bad the chance. I gave him every op- 
portunity, but he refused to do the right 


thing.” 
Attorney Pleads Unwritten Law. 

“Tt is a clear case of the unwritten law,“ 
said Attorney Charles E. Erbstein, who was 
retained by Pacellani’s friends to defend the 
slayer. The boy did everything possible 
to bring about a peaceable settlement of the 
trouble and then when he saw that Serino 
did not intend to repair the wrong done Mrs. 
Fresso, he killed him.” 

The Italian girl spent the night at the 
Harrison street annex moaning and crying, 
and her condition was such that Inspector 
Wheeler probably will have her removed to- 
day to the county hospital.

MURDER VICTIM CHICAGO MAN 


Body with Throat Cut Known 
to Be W. F. Schultz’s. 


VISITOR AT TAFT INAUGURAL 


Sister in Iowa Comes to Tell Parents 
of Tragedy. J 


Walter F. Schultz of Chicago is belle ved to 
have been mysteriously Murdered near 
Washington, where he had gone to attend 
the inauguration of President Taft. The 
body of a man with a ragged wound in the 
neck was found yesterday just outside of 
Alexandria, Va. In the pockets was found 
the card of Mrs, Almore Hume Gillette, 1814 
Douglas street, Sioux City, Ia., and all the 
man's valuables were intact. 

Mrs. Gillette was found at the Iowa address 
and said the body answered the description of 


her brother, that his home was in Chicago 


and that she would arrive here today to 
break the news to her father and mother, 
Otto F. Schultz. 


Identification Made Here. 

The dead man was positively identified 
early this morning as W. F. Schultz, of 1317 
Grace street. 

He lived with his parents up to last April 
when he left Chicago for a western trip. 
Letters were received from different western 
cities where he had been employed as an 
artist. 

About a month ago he sent a postcard | 
from Washington, D. C. He said he was 
going to remain at the capital until after 
the inauguration of President Taft. 

His parents were shocked when apprised 
of his death. They belleve he was mur- 
dered by would-be robbers. 


Traveler’s Check is Found. 

On the body when it was found near Alex- 
andria, which is but a few miles from Wash- 
ington, were a traveler's check for $300 is- 
sued by the Well Fargo Exprets company at 
Los Angeles, Cal., Dec. 8, 1908. Mrs. Gil- 
lette at Sioux City said her brother, who was 
an artist, had been in California and had 
traveled extensively for his health, which 
had been poor for several years. 

Mrs. Gillette yesterday wired to the chief 
of police of Alexandria to hold the body for 
instructions. The police regard the case as 
one of mystifying cold blooded murder. A 
motive is lacking. 


Suicide Not Credited. 

The theory that the man committed suicide 
is mot credited. The police also assert that 
it is improbable that robbery was the motive, 
as cash and a gold watch were found in the 
pockets of the victim. One theory advanced 
is that the murdered man was an inaugura- 
tion visitor who war lured away from the city 
and killed. :

From the nature of the wound in the 
man's neck and the fact that a thorough 
search of the field failed to reveal a weapon 
with which such an injury could have heen 
inflicted it is felt certain the man did not 
kill himself.

Rubber Tubing in Pocket. 

One of the articles found in the man’s 
overcoat pockets has been a source of con- 
siderable speculation among the police. It 
is a piece of rubber tubing, about five feet 
long and about the size of an ordinary lead 
pencil. Evidently for convenience in carry- 
ing it had been been rolled into a coil and 
tied with an old shoestring. 

Coroner Moore of Alexandria stated last 
night that he had made an examination, but 
could give no Opinion as to whether it was 
a case of murder or suicide. The gash in 
the man’s throat, he said, was about three 
inches long and two inches deep. It would 
have been possible, he said, for the man to 
have inflicted it himseit and to have then run 
4 distance of 150 or 200 yards before falling.

as the negro who attempted an attack upon 
her Friday, Anderson Ellis was taken from 
the county jail tonight and chained to an iron 
stake and was burned to death in the pres- 
ence of a thousand persons. 

Warlier in the day, Will Clark, a negro, was 
shot. and killed when his father, Andrew 
Clark, refused permission to a posse to search 
his p | on the assumption that Ellis 
was concealed there. 

People were here. from several towns in 
Dallas, Collin, and Hunt, as well as Rock- 
well county, to witnese the execution of the 
negro. 

Admits Guilt and Dies Game. 

Ellis admitted his guilt, but refused to 
make a statement or to leave farewell mes- 
sages for his relatives. He did not utter a 
cry as the pile of cord wood, which had been 
well saturated with kerosene, was set afire, 
nor did he show loss of nerve as the flames 
reached him. He was dead nine minutes 
after the torch had been applied. 

At an early hour Friday morning Mrs. 
McKinney went into her back yard and was 
seized, by the Ellis negro, an employé of Mo- 
Kinney. She fought d. tely and the 
negro, running away, that he would 
murder her if she revealed his attempted 
act. 4 

But she at once informed her family. Th 
alarm spread quickly and the entire section 
turned out, joining the authorities in the 
chase for the negro. The search continued 
through Friday and Saturday, and a posse 
today arrived at the farmhouse of Andrew 
Clark, a negro. 


How the Other Negro Died. 

Demand was made to search the premises 
on the supposition that the negro Ellis was 
there in hiding. Upon refusal, the inmates 
were commanded to surrender and two ne- 
groes were observed to run from the rear of 
the house. Shots were fired at them and 
one of them, William Clark, a son of the 
negro farmer, was killed. The other negro, 
now known to have been Ellis, escaped. 

About 8 o'clock he was surrounded at a 
farmhouse three miles south of Caddo Mills. 
Ellis, armed, made desperate resistance and 
emptied his weapon at the posse without 
effect before he was captured. During the 
fight with the posse Ellis was wounded twice. 


Quiet Crowd Overpowers Jailer. 

The negro was placed in the Rockwall 
county jail. When it became generally known 
that he was there a quiet but determined 
crowd of men overpowered the jailer, got his 
keys, unlocked the cell, and brought the 
negro out. 

There was no rowdyism. The negro was 
chained to the stake. Cordwood, saturated 
with kerosene, was piled about him, and 
upon his refusal to make a statement beyond 
admitting his guilt in the presence of Mrs. 
McKinney, the torch was applied.

REJECTOWA SCHOOL BILL; 
NO NEW LAW THIS SESSION. 


Committee Disapproves of Measure, 
with the Exception of One Unimpor- 
tant Provision. 


Des Moines, Ia., March 7.—[Special.}— 
Prospecte of school legislation seem to be 
entirely dissipated by the action of the school 
committee of the houge last evening when 
the subcommittee to which was referred the 
cardinal features of the bill for revision of 
the school laws reported to the full com- 
mittee. The subcommittee did not.report the 
bill planned along lines suggested by the 
full committee. 

The principles of the proposed plan as sub- 
mitted are: County school commissions to 
have advisory rather than directory powers; 
school directors to remain in charge of rural 
schools, to be subject to county boards in 
the matter of general county confcrmity; 
county superintendents to be elected in 
March instead of November (thus taking 
their selection out of politics so far as pos- 
sible); school treasurers to be eliminated and 
school funds to remain in the hands of county 
treasurers, warrants to be paid therefrom 
upon orders of township directors. 

When this plan was reported there was 
considerable discussion, and each proposi- 
tion was turned down with the exception of 
the one .eliminating school district treas- 
urers. The. vote on this proposition stood 
14 yeas to 13 nays. 

Chairman Stillman of: the house commit- 
tee on schools said today that he thought the 
action of the house committee made it certain 
that no bill for the revision of the school 
laws would be reported from the committee 
on schools and passed at this session. He 
said it might be possible that some bill would 
be introcuced abolishing school treasurers 
and providing that the funds shall remain 
in the hands of county treasurers, but if 
such a bill were introduced it more than likely 
would go to the committee on ways and 
means, as it would have to do with raising

How Various Troubles Act. 

He describes these states briefly as follows: 

“In neurasthenia there is a local or general 
but genuine weakness of the psychic and 
nervous functions. 

In hysteria there is a activ- 
ity of —— —— mind, so that morbid 
bodily and mental phenomens 

1 — there is a morbid activ- 
ity of the conscious mind, which produces dis- 
ordered mental and bodily states, but there 
is no serious loss of control in the relation 
of the victim to his environment, 80 it is not 
an insanity in its usual sense.“ a 

Dr. Dana then proceeds to enlarge upon 
psychasthenia or obsessive psychosis and its 
significance. 

„This psychasthenia or obsessive psycho- 
Sis, he says, has been most actively 
studied in recent years, for it seems to be the 
disease of our civilization—a kind of occu- 
pation—psychosis of modern life. It is not 
hysteria, though hysteria and it are often 
united. It is not neurasthenia, though this 
is almost always associated with it at its 
beginning, at least. 


Should Lead Simple Life. 

„Modern activities are too strenuous for 
this kind of mental organism, which is meant 
for a life of simplicity, moderation, and re- 
straint. The present popular ‘ absorbent’ 
method of education, which lete the mind to 
follow its interests and take the line of least 
resistance, is a potent factor in the patho- 
genesis. For through it the power of in- 
hibition becomes weakened or lost, and the 
mental life is approximated to the conditions 
of Uving.“ 

Here are some instances to show how cor- 
rectly what the writer means, and, as he 
says, To prove at once that the condition 
is most real.“ 

The history is given of a woman who be- 
came obsessed with remorse because she 
had given away her cat and the animal had 
later died. She had the usual train of symp- 
toms going with the obsession: Defect of 
attention, brooding, inability to work, and 
insomnia. 

‘She had another symptom almost as bad 
as the despair—viz: an impossible love of 
animals pushed to the degree of disease, a 
Zotphile. She was always surrounded by 
four cats, which she loved and looked after 
more than her children. She lost a child and 
did not much mind it. She lost a cat and was 
melancholy for eight months. 

Aman aged 35, married, no children, came 
to me suffering from general neurasthenia 
symptoms. He always had been careful of 
the comfort of animals and disliked to see 
them badly treated in the slightest degree; 
this was especially so of horses. He did not 
care so much about the dogs. 

Hie concern for horses, originally a nat- 
ural and humane one, grew on him as his 
health failed; so that he finally gave up keep- 
ing them or using them, because their possi- 
ble discomforts worried him so much. 


No Joke in His Nightmare. 

„A little trouble with his horse would keep 
him awake nights. He came to the city, but 
now the horses of other people bothered him. 
It gave him real suffering to see a horse 
checked up or whipped, or docked or driven 
fast. 

“So far as the zoophil-psychosis is con- 
cerned, it shows itself both in fixed and tor- 
menting ideas and in an emotional hyper- 
trophy which carries a naturally noble senti- 
ment to the point of disease. With both states 
there are morbid fears and worries. 

It happens that many people cannot now- 
adays go out into a city’s streets and not be 
distressed continually at the sight of tired, 
overworked, and badly driven horses, or of 
some thin looking and ungroomed dogs. They 
are so eager to observe the unhappy horse 
that they do not see the human suffering. 
I confess that after twenty years of expe- 
rience with cab driving in this city I have 
grown sympathetic to the driver more than 
to the horse, for on the whole the driver is 
good to his horse and has a harder lot.“

Mr. Bartlett was president of the Orangeine 
Chemical company. He was born at Fishkill- 
on-Hudson on Nov. 18, 1858. His early educa- 
tion was received at the public schools of 
Hartford, Conn., and he entered Yale uni- 
versity in 18772. 

After being graduated Mr. Bartlett went to 
Utica, N. T., where he began work in a life 
insurance office. In a short time he became 
connected with a banking business. In 1890 
he became manager of the Procter & Gamble 
Distributing company, coming to Chicago 
five years later in charge of the firm’s busi- 
ness in the middle west. 


Prominent in Business Life. 

Eleven years ago he organized the 
Orangeine Chemical company and since that 
time has been its president. From the time 
of his arrival in Chicago he has been promi- 
nent in commercial. life and became a di- 
rector in the Hamilton National bank. 

Mr. Bartlett was a lifelong Repyblican, but 
never sought political office, although often 
urged by his friends to do so. He was fond 
of social life and most enthusiastic in every 
movement affecting Yale. At that univer- 
sity he was a classmate of President Hadley 
and they remained close personal friends.

After luncheon he 
bestrode Sterrett, his newly acquired horse, 
ed at Hot Springs, Va., and with 
Gen. Clarence R. Edwards, his military aid; 
Capt. Archibald Butt, and President's 
velt's orderly, McDermott, went for a 
twelve mile ride over the newly constructed 
Potomac speedway. 

Presideht Taft saw no callers who had 
business to transact during the day, thus be- 
ginning his administration with his hereto- 
fore enforced maxim that Sunday should be 
@ day of rest. 

A quiet family dinner was served at the 
White house in the evening, the guests in- 
cluding several members of the Taft family 
outside the president's own family circle. 


+ Mrs. Taft and Her Duties. 

Mre. Taft, “first lady of the land,” has 
assumed duties without public ceremony 
or oath of office, which, in weight of responsi- 
bilities, magnitude of importance, delicacy 
of execution, and absolute lack of compensa- 
tion except in love for her husband, the presi- 
dent, and leyalty to the nation as its first 
woman, have no comparison. 

President Taft is charged under his oath 
with “executing the office of president.” 
Mrs. Taft it charged, without oath, with ad- 
ministering the social and domestic affairs of 
the White house and will execute these re- 
quirements primarily by means of her long 
experience in public life and her knowledge 
of the detailed operation of White house 
etiquette. 

The addition of the executive office build- 
ing permits of an entire divorcement of the 
official business of the président from the 
White house proper, and this added facility 
is to be availed of to the full extent. That 
the main entrance of the White bouse may 
present as near as possible tne appearance 
of a private residence, the uniformed police 
officers and frock coated doorkeepers have 
been eliminated, and in their place are negro 
footmen in livery.

WAVAL OFFICER TRIES TO DIE 


Sends Nurse Away and Dives 
from Hospital Window. 


HAS BEEN ILL FOR MONTHS,

Lieut. Commander J. H. Reid Badly 


Washington, D. C., March 7.—Lieutenant 
Commander J. H. Reid. United States navy, 
today leaped from a second story window 
of the naval hospital, where for two weeks 
he has been under treatment, and was geri- 
ously if not fatally injured. The fact that 
the officer escaped instant death is consid- 
ered by the hospital surgeons as remarkable. 

Lieut. Reid sent his nurse from the room 
to procure a glass of water. The attendant 
had hardly left the ward before the officer 
barricaded the door tightly. Then,geizing a 
heavy oak table he rammed jt-@gainst the 
window sash, tearing it from its fastenings. 
Reid took a running jump and dived from the 
window, striking upon his head on the 
ground thirty feet below. 0 

The officer was picked up in a semi-con- 
scious condition and hurried to the operating 
room. The attending surgeon discovered 
that besides lacerations of the face and head 
Reid had suffered a fracture of the collar 
bone and concussion of the brain. 

Reid is 35 years old, a native of Baltimore, 
and received his appointment in the naval 
service from Maryland. He has been on 
sick leave since October, 1907.

Communication Restored with Mary- 
land City by Telephone Lines 
from New York. 


Baltimore, Md., March 7.—The isolation 
from the outside world, of which this city 
has been a complete victim practically since 
early Thursday morning, was broken today 
and the city began to see the end of the dif- 
culty.

The occasional traveler from abroad who 
appears at one of the larger hotels is the 
fairer mark for extortion because of his 
rarity.

He charges you one Carlton price in gold 
and another Carlton price in the paper of the 
country. 

Some years ago a British diplomatic agent 
came for a stay of four weeks His bill 
‘was $4,000. The wine account, with cham- 
pagne at $40 a bottle, he would not dispute, 
because he said it was his duty to have looked 
at the price list. But he did finally compro- 
mise on & total of $2,000.

Frijoles Keep Up Strength. 

The other mainstays of the foreigner who 
fears the meat are frijoles (the black beans 
that travelers in Mexico know), and tortillas, 
cakes made of cornmeal. Frijoles are most 
sustaining. Though tortillas curry the mu- 
cous membrane I came to like them. They 
are delectable when you are ravenous after 
being on the trail for hours unless the pro- 
portion of sand is too large. Attimes when 
your teeth grit on a foreign body as big as 
a pea the effect is momentarily harassing. 

And you may have manteguilla (butter) 
on your tortillas, and probably will unless 
you know how it is made, which is this way: 
Some cream is put in a skin, and then more 
cream with each milking is added until the 
skineis filled, when the churning is done by 
the motion of the donkey on the way to mar- 
ket—for Central Americans are ingenious at 
labor saving. 


Secretary Quits Eating Butter. 


A certain young secretary of legation was 
fond of tortillas with mantequilla. He and 
the consul of twenty years’ experience ate 
at Mme. Hippopotamus’, whose hospitality I 
also shared temporarily. The tablecloth was 
of a deep, rich brown tint, into whose color 
scheme any fresh meat stain sank harmoni- 
ously. On one occasion the boarders threw 
their stiffened napkins into the corner asa 
hint for a change. Mme. Hippopotamus put 
them back and reminded the offenders that it 
was not a custom for guests to throw their 
servilletas on the floor. 

One evening at dinner I wasspreading a tor- 
tilla with mantequilla when I saw that some- 
thing—in fact, several little things—beside my 
knife was moving. An éxamination of the 
butter dish revealed a mass of life which 
fairly blanched the secretary as he recalled 
that he had always sat in the darkest part 
of the dining room. The wicked, calloused 
old consul grinned. 

“I told you when you first came that I 
never ate butter,“ he said. ‘“ You would not 
take the warning, and, well—I’ve found that 
experience is the only teacher.“ 


Coffee Fit for Olympia. 

You do, however, get the coffee of the gode 
everywhere in Central America. On every 
table is the bottle of essence which has 
dripped from the berries without boiling, and 


this you mix as you mix the Russian tea en- 


sence with hot water, in a ratio to your lik- 
ing. Rising at dawn to leave the steamer and 
again in the evening, drenched from the trail, 
this is your livesaver.

Chicago stores have provoked the active in- 
dignation of Irish-Americans and Roman 
Catholics generally. At a meeting of the 
Irish-American union yesterday in Oriental 
hall, Magonic temple, the following resolution 
asking that the Chicago police be asked to in- 
terfere with the sale of such pictures was 
passed: 

Whereas, Certain picture cards are displayed for 
sale in stores throughout Chicago that viciously 
caricature the Irish race, cast indignity on the 
memory of one of the most revered aposties of the 
Christian religion, and shock the sensibility of the 
liberty loving American public; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the Irish-American union indig- 
nantly protests against this wanton indecency; 
that it calls on the Irish people to boycott these 
stores wherein said pictures are sold; that the 
attention of the clilef of police be directed to the 
matter to the end that said pictures be confiscated 
and the dealers prosecuted under the ordinance 
for the prevention of indecent literature. 

The resolution was signed by Daniel L. 
Madden, president, and J. J. Twohy, secre- 
tary. 

Comment by Church Paper. 


The New World, published under the 
official sanction of Archbishop Quigley, in an 
editorial calls on the Catholics of Chicago 
to fight against the sale of the cards. In 
part the editorial says: 

Not only Chicago Irish Catholics, but 
Catholics of every race have just cause to 
feel offended at some of the displays in State 
street shops, allegedly ‘in honor of the re- 
turn of St. Patrick's day.’ 

One of the insulting caricatures referred 
to represents St. Patrick astride of a pig, a 
mitre upon his head, a clay pipe in his mouth. 
Other insults represent monkey faced Irish- 
men astride of fat porkers, of course with 
clay pipe accompaniment. There is a large 
variety exhibited, but the purpose of each 
caricature is to make the Irish ridiculous in 
the eyes of their neighbors. 

“St. Patrick's day js still somewhat dis- 
tant, but it is imperative that something be 
done to drive these public insults from exhi- 
bition. 

Saint of Catholic Church. 

“St.Patrick is a saint of the Catholic church 
and certainly it is especially our province to 
urge that the saints of the great Catholic 
church shall be respected. If St. Bonifdce. 
the apostle of Germany, were thus grossly 
caricatured we should just as unhesitatingly 
exact that he be shown respect. If the insult 


were offered to St. Stanislas Kostka, or any 


saint of France,gor Italy, or Austria, or 
England, our contention would be just 1s 
insistent. 

It is an insult to every Catholic in Chi- 
cago to put these things on sale. It is an in- 
sult to the culture and intelligence of Chi- 
cago, and ought to be resented by every man 
and woman of good taste. 

The Catholic directory shows that there 
are in the Chicago archdiocese 1,150,000 Cath- 
olics; it should be made plain to some mer- 
chants of Chicago that it is poor business 
policy to insult 1,150,000 upright, influential 
people. 

Protests in Other Cities. 

“Fancy the shameless audacity of men 
who could put out a picture postal card por- 
traying St. Patrick doing the Salome dance! 
If that is not malevolent blasphemy and de- 
liberate insult, then such things do not exist. 
The Pittsburg Irish have protested, and so 
should the Irish of Chicago. 

Quite evidently these disgraceful irrever- 
encies are issued at the instigation of some 
secret organization, but a time has come to 
call a halt upon their circulation, and we 
should not be timorous in doing so. The 
Catholics of San Francisco‘united and put 
them out of public view a fortnight ago in 
that city, and Chicago contains a far greater 
number of Catholics than does San Fran- 
cisco.

York, but Sent Here. 


Whether Chicago is being made a port of 
entry for smuggled rugs from the orient will 
be determined today at the final hearing in 
the appeal from the appraisement of a con- 
signment of rugs received here but belonging 
to Vital Benguait, an importer of New York. 

The goods were valued at $7,000, but expert 
rug dealers who have been called in to e- 
amine the consignment say they are of such 
a character 9s to make it almost impossible 
to appraise thetr real value. It is gad the 
rugs may be worth from $30,000 to $100,000. 


Admission Arouses Sims. 

The suspicions of the federal authorities 
were aroused when questioning of A. Ben- 
guait, a nephew of the importer, who is here 
to receive the goods, resulted in the infor- 
mation that his uncle has had trouble with 
the custom authorities in New York and 
also in St. Louis during the World's fair. 

United States District Attorney Sims has 
be.n making a careful investigation of the 
case. He cannot understand why the goods 
were consigned to this port when they are 
intended for New York, unless there is some 
scheme on foot to beat the customs * 
clals. 

The hearing will come up today and federal 
officials predict that if all is not found right 
the goods will be held under a heavy penal- 
ty and will not be released at the appraised 
value, as was the case with the Mrs. Emily 
Crane Chadbourne shipment of goods. 


Chief Appraiser Testifies. 

When the case first came to the atterttion of 
the customs authorities of this city last week, 
Chief Appraiser Marion De Vries of New 
York came here to investigate the matter. 

He told of trouble that the customs officials 
of New York have had with Benguailt and 
was of the opinion that the goods were con- 
signed to Chicago with the intention of get- 
ting them into the country without paying 
full duty.

New Yorker Defends Play That Was

Proud That He Produced It. 


York, March 7.—[{Special.]—David 
who has just returned to.New York 
from the first visit he had paid San Francisco 
in thirteen years, discussed today the agita- 
tion which has occurred on account of his 
presentation of The Easiest Way and 
some impressions he gathered of things on 
the Pacific coast.

This wae the advice which Dr. W. A. Evans, 
health commissioner of Chicago, gave to a 
large audience last night at Orchestra hall 
in an address at the regular meeting of the 
Chicago Sunday Evening club on The 
Gospel of Good Health.“ 

Owing to the campaign of the health de- 
partment for better ventilation, he said, there 
were 1,400 fewer deaths in Chicago from 
pneumonia in 1908 than in 1907. 

And we are going to lop off 1,000 more 
from the record in 1909, he added. Ithink 
there will come a time when penumonia will 
‘be a rare disease. 

Plenty of fresh air is the secret of im- 
munity from pneumonia. Do not close the 
windows in your home. It is bad air that 
deals out death.“ 

Chicago’s health, as indicated by the mor- 
tality reports for January and February, 
promises to be better this year than last. 

“But good as conditions now are,“ says 
the health department bulletin for last week, 
they are ten times as bad as they should be. 
Further improvementt is so easy and so 
cheap and so profitable anybody can make it. 

Let us have good ventilation and temper- 
ance in eating and drinking for two months 
more.“

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TAFT'S ATTITUDE HELPS LIST 


Wall Street Believes Policy Will 
Be Less Disturbing. 


AWAITS ACTION ON TARIFF, 


Outlook for Business Activity More 
Encouraging Each Day. 


(NEW YORK TIMES FINANCIAL LEADER.) 

NEW YORK, March 7.—[Spccial.}—The 
passing of the reins of government from the 
hands of Roosevelt to those of Taft last week 
overshadowed all other developments so far 
as the financial markets were concerned. 
Taft's inaugural address, which was eagerly 
looked forward to by the financial com- 
munity as likely to supply the key to the 
policy of the administration for the next four 
years, disclosed nothing regarding the presi- 
dent's attitude toward current issues which 
has not been pretty generally understood all 
along. 

Two points on which information was 
wanted by the markets were the official 
declarations of the president as to his posi- 
tion on corporation questions and on the 
tariff. He made it plain that he found most 
of Roosevelt's work dealing with corpora- 
tion affairs good and he, therefore, promised 
to continue the policy of his predecessor in 
No well informed observer of 
Taft's progrese had expected anything else. 
There was, therefore, no expreseion of dis- 
appointment over this affirmation of the old 
program. : 


Attitude May Be Less Disturbing. 


The hope in financial markets so far as
